Recognition of Education Plan 
At tlie same time Mr. Busch called 
attention to a pleasant recognition 
of the Order's educational program 
evinced by the introduction of two 
bills into the Ohio legislature by Rep­ 
resentative Ka ch. One bill provides 
that beginning September I the Board 
of 'J rustles of the Ohio Soldiers’ and 
Sailors Orphans' Home be directed to 
convert the existing school into a 
combined trade, vocational and high 
school, with the methods of instruc­ 
tion and subject-s taught to be pat- 
tensed after the routine followed af 
Mow.xekeart, Illinois, the Loyal Order 
Of Mo.is Ponte and school for depend­ 
ent ca I dlren of deceased members of 
tile fraternity. 
The second bill provides similarly 


for converting Wilberforce Univer 
sky into a combined trade, vocational 
and high school, the curriculum also 
to follow the courses designed by 
Mooseheart. 
"While the Supreme Council meet­ 
ing was designed as an ‘emergency 
survey meeting,’ ” Supreme Dictator 
Busch said, “ the term is used merely 
to show that we are alert and watch­ 
ing most carefully the condition and

operation of our fraternity. Ro cause 
for alarm exists, but rather we are 
open to congratulations cm the fact 
that our Order is in such excellent cir­ 
cumstances when the times have been 
particularly difficult for fraternal life. 
The rank and file of the Moose axe 
wage-earners—men and women on 
whom the economic stress has rested 
heavily. Unemployment, the gradual 
expenditure of savings, unprofitable 
prices, a general slowing down of the 
economic machine, have brought their 
momenta of anxiety to our members 
and the .supreme officials alike. Yet by 
adjustments here and there, by care­ 
ful planning and cautious forethought 
we have been able to weather the 
storm and can show an economy of 
operation

it ceased to be

ternity of more* th a n half a million 


earnest, alncere men aud women who 
honestly aud with determination de­ 
sire to alleviate human woes. espe­ 
cially through the three great media 
of Mooseheart, Moosehaven, and the 
Charity Service 
I am happy to state 
that the Moose is one of the few fra­ 
ternities, I believe, that has been able 
to show a similar and consistent 
financial balance year after year.” 
How definitely the Aloose frater 
nlty has assumed the proportions of 
big business and how thoroughly it 
holds a high position In the nation's 
social and philanthropic life, was in­ 
dicated by Mr. Busch when he re­ 
ferred to the following figures com­ 
piled by Supreme Secretary Malcolm 
R. Hiles of Mooseheart: 
$37,000,000 has been distributed in 
the last few years through the more 
than 1,700 lodges in sick benefits and 
funeral expenses. 
$1,.V)0 OOO has been distribut ed in the 
last eight years by the Supreme Lodge 
in Moose Charity Service. 
$16,000,000 has been expended on 
Mooseheart (founded in 1913), with 
$1,000,000 additional each year for its 
ad minis tration. 
Another $1,000,000 has been invested 
in Alooaehaven, founded in 1922. 
$42,000,000 U i D v e a t e d in Mo d 1 
lodge homes throughout the world. 
These figures did not include, Mr. 
Busch said, innumerable independent 
and individual charities carried on by 
the lodges them selves locally. 
Appeals for Kelp Answered 
Supreme Dictator Busch readily ad- * 
iratted that the task facing Moose 
high officials was heavier than ever 
before. Various organizations, new 
arid old. he said, were striving to 
gather funds for needs newly arisen 
and thia made the normal work of the 
Moose Increasingly difficult. 
Many 
appeals for help, he explained, are 
being received by the Moose that un­ 
der ordinary conditions would not be 
submitted. A program of selectivity 
ii now rn force, he said, that la, be­ 
cause of the tremendous number of 
appeals being made to the Supreme 
Lodge, of necessity 
more stringent 
than formerly. 
Yet not one of our ptulanthrop>cr 
programs bas lapsed.*' Mr. Busch as­ 
serted, “neither among tht* children, 
the aged, nor the other dependent folk 
who look to the Moose for help. Our 
local lodges accept important roles in 
local community effort. Our Women 
of Urn Moose are answering innumer­ 
able appeals for help. In the face of 
all tixis the Moose fraternity is going 
ahead as usual and the happy fact

source of great pride and satisfaction 
to us all. The best tangible example 
of our efforts is the class of 330 boys 
and girl* to be graduated from Moo=e- 
heart high school next June.*'
